I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  1971 »  together  with  the  report  of  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector. 

This  is  my  last  report  for  the  Council  after 
l4  years  as  Medical  Officer  (and,  also,  as  a  resident)  of  the 
rural  district.  My  thanks  are  due  to  the  many  past  chairmen 
and  of  the  committee  who  have  been  so  helpful  and  have  given 
such  support  -  especially  in  difficult  problems  like  the 
Kingsland  sewerage  scheme.  I  would  also  like  to  record  my 
thanks  for  the  work  and  help  of  Mr.  Peter  Emerson  and  Mr.  King, 
and  also  the  late  Mr.  George  Bull. 

The  past  year  has  very  little  to  show  of 
significance  in  the  statistical  section:  the  death  rate  continues 
to  fall. 


Turning  to  the  Public  Health  Inspector's  section, 
one  is  a  little  disappointed  to  find  that  the  only  Council  building 
during  the  year  under  review  was  4,  for  old  people.  May  I 
recommend  the  Council  to  consider  another  old  persons  warden 
scheme  similar  to  Bodenham,  to  be  constructed  near  the  Borough. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  the  diminishing  'bus  services  make  it 
essential  for  old  people  to  have  shops  and  offices  close  at  hand, 
a  need  which  is  not  met  by  scattered  dwellings  in  small  villages 
and  hamlets.

Routine  sampling  of  the  Board's  supplies  continued  and 
the  unsatisfactory  results  reported  were  mainly  in  relation  to 
the  Orleton  supply,  which  gave  occasional  trouble  during  the  year. 
Several  other  unsatisfactory  results  related  to  premises  where  a 
private  reservoir  receiving  mains  water  proved  to  be  contaminated. 

Schemes  to  supply  mains  water  to  Docklow,  Stoke  Prior, 
Risbury,  Eye  and  Moreton  were  completed  during  the  year  but  due 
to  the  amount  of  routine  sampling  of  mains  supplies,  little 
progress  was  made  in  checking  private  supplies  in  these  areas. 

Other  Water  Supplies 

Throughout  the  district  a  number  of  houses  are  without 
water  supplies,  and  in  parts  where  mains  water  is  not  available 
the  supplies  are  mainly  from  shallow  wells  and  springs,  often 
not  of  a  satisfactory  quality. 

Water  Sampling 

A  total  of  280  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  bacter¬ 
iological  examination  during  the  period  and  sent  to  the  laboratory 
at  Hereford.  These  produced  the  following  results:

In  villages  without  sewers,  serious  drainage  problems  may 
occur  when  concentrated  housing  development  takes  place  on  small 
plots.  One  such  case  arose  in  the  unsewered  part  of  Shobdon  and 
is  presenting  considerable  difficulties. 

Much  of  the  district  has  to  rely  on  individual  septic  tanks 
where  modern  amenities  are  installed  and  for  the  less  fortunate, 
many  pail  closets  and  priwies  are  still  in  use.  The  Council 
continued  to  subsidise  by  £1  the  first  emptying  of  septic  tanks 
each  year  where  no  sewer  is  available.  Surprisingly  few  house¬ 
holders  appear  to  take  advantage  of  this  subsidy. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


Refuse  collection  during  the  year  continued  to  be  a 
forthightly  curbside  collection.  All  of  the  refuse  is  disposed 
of  by  tipping  at  Shobdon.  In  April  a  full  time  tip  attendant 
was  employed  by  the  Council  and  as  a  result  tipping  is  properly 
controlled  and  a  vast  improvement  in  the  appearance  of  the  tip 
has  taken  place. 

The  availability  of  the  tip  attendant  with  tractor  and 
trailor  has  enabled  steps  to  be  taken  to  clear  a  number  of 
accumulations  of  refuse  in  the  district. 

Abandoned  vehicles  and  litter  left  in  laybys  continues 
to  create  problems  from  time  to  time.

OVERCROWDING 


No  new  cases  of  overcrowding  were  reported  during  the  period 
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CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT,  i960 

There  are  12  permanent  and  temporary  residential  sites  in 
the  district  licenced  for  a  total  of  25  caravans.  During  the  year 
one  licence  was  renewed  and  one  new  licence  issued. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  there  are  8  sites,  catering  for 
211  caravans,  approved  for  holiday  purposes.  During  the  year  one 
licence  was  renewed. 

Problems  under  this  Act  arise,  not  from  the  licenced  sites, 
but  from  itinerant  caravan  dwellers,  many  of  whom  leave  the  lay-bys 
in  a  deplorable  state.

Poultry  Inspection 


Only  one  establishment  is  now  operating  in  the  district  and 
is  producing  a  number  of  dressed  birds  for  distribution,  approximately 
550  per  week  out  of  a  total  kill  of  2,500  being  treated  in  this 
manner.  An  experienced  qualified  man  is  employed  on  the  staff  on 
the  one  day  per  week  that  dressing  is  carried  out  and  removal  of 
birds  suffering  from  abnormal  conditions  is  his  responsibility. 

MILK  SAMPLING 

l6  samples  of  milk  were  taken  by  the  Department  during  the 
period  for  examination  for  Brucella  Abortus,  plus  36  samples  from 
one  herd  which  was  found  to  be  infected,  making  a  total  of  52. 
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MILK  SUPPLY 


The  heat  treated  milk  retailed  in  the  district  is  supplied 
to  the  retailers  by  three  firms  outside  the  area.  Untreated  (farm 
bottled)  milk  is  supplied  by  several  local  farmers. 

There  are  five  dairies  (excluding  farm  dairies)  registered 
under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (General)  Regulations,  1959*  These 
are  all  merely  premises  in  which  bottled  milk  is  stored  pending 
delivery.  One  case  of  unsatisfactory  storage  was  dealt  with  during 
the  year.

In  April  1971,  the  Council  engaged  a  Rodent  Operative,  who 
after  initial  training  is  undertaking  rodent  control  and  survey 
work  on  farms  and  other  premises.  Treatment  of  dwellinghouses  is 
charged  for  at  a  nominal  rate  of  £1  per  treatment,  old  age  pensioners 
being  exempted  from  payment. 

Treatment  in  the  Northern  part  of  the  district,  where  Warfarin 
resistance  is  encountered,  was  carried  out  with  encouraging  results.
